I Native economy or in extravagant disbursements.

facturer wishing t» pleane his customers, adds a 
little benzoate of soda and other chemical* and sell* 
them catsup t*»t looks like red paint. He could 
make it Alice blue or emerald green Just as easil>. 


The same reasons are responsible for the market- 


ing of bleached flour. Po far as •we have been able 
to find out In the present discussion, the bleaching 
process adds nothing to the quality of wheat flour7 
it Is done merely to give It the snowy tshlteness 
•iiuuial to the production of equally snowy-bread, 
N'obod) wants to eat bread of a grayish tinge, even 
tho'mth it be made of unbleached flour, free- from the 
chemicals used in the bleachitog process, and there- 
fore more healthful. 


It mjght be argued from this showing that the 


responsibility really rests with the public, on the 
ground that if the consumer does not want bleached 


h 
•«• 


flour she should not insist on having her flour so 
w hlte. But of course this is a fai«e premise. There 
is no w ay for the purchaser to know n nether or not 
the flour she buys has been bleached, for the pure 
food law does not compel the labeling of each sack. 
But now that it baa been shown that the bleaching- 
process does affect the nutritiousness of flour the i 
law ought to extend to consumers the same protec- i 
tion that is afforded with regard to other food i 
products 
We can get along without canned goods j 


but we mu*t eat bread, and its purity is of prime 
importance
